3, Only Army commanders and high-ranking general® were allowed to have 
their wives with them in Germany after the Summer of 1952, MaJ, Gen. 
(friu) KALINICHENKO, CO of the 4th Gds, Macs, Army, sent his wife 
back to the USSR in 1953 because It was rumored that his chief of 
staff, MaJ .
